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CONCORDIA LAUNCHES CAPITAL CAMPAIGN 


MONTREAL -— Concordia University is today launching a five-year Capital 
Campaign to raise $25 million for a wide range of projects including the construction 
and renovation of library, laboratory, performing arts and other facilities on its Loyola 
and Sir George Williams campuses. 


The fund drive is the first ever for Concordia, which was founded in August 


1974 following the merger of Loyola College and Sir George Williams University. 


The Campaign slogan is "BUILDING TOGETHER TO MEET THE CHALLENGE 
OF THE TIMES." 


The bulk of the Campaign proceeds ($16 million) will be used to construct a 
nine-storey University Library Centre on the downtown campus, and to enlarge the 
Vanier Library on the Loyola Campus. The Vanier Library extension will double the size 
of the existing building, from 2,621 square meters to 5,368 square meters. 


The extra space provided by the downtown building will finally allow Concordia 
to centralize the various library operations that are now housed in poorly-equipped 
facilities in four mid-town locations. The new structure will be built directly across 
from the Henry F. Hall Building on a site bordered by de Maisonneuve Boulevard on the 
north, Mackay Street on the west, Bishop Street on the east, and the laneway between 
de Maisonneuve and St-Catherine Street on the south. Classrooms, faculty, and 
administrative offices will also be included in the University Library Centre, providing 


a new home for the Faculty of Commerce and Administration and allowing Concordia to

vacate costly commercial space in some of the 31 widely-scattered buildings it occupies 
in the area bounded by Stanley and Guy Streets / Dorchester Boulevard and Sherbrooke 
Street. 


The remaining $9 million in Capital Campaign funds will be used to upgrade and 
expand research laboratories in the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science 
($2,250,000); and to build such things as (i) a Teaching Theatre and Concert Hall for 
the Faculty of Fine Arts ($2,250,000); (ii) a Pilot Plant Laboratory and Nuclear 
Magnetic Resonance Spectrometer for the Department of Chemistry ($250,000); (iii) a 
Child Study Laboratory for Concordia's Centre for Research in Human Development 
($100,000); (iv) a Petrography Ore Microscopy Research Laboratory for the Department 
of Geology ($55,000); (v) an Underwater Weighing Tank and Kinesiology Equipment for 
the Department of Exercise Science ($65,000); and (vi) a Broadcast Journalism Studio 
for the Department of Communication Studies ($110,000). 


Campaign proceeds will also be used to provide seed money for an expanded 
scholarships and fellowships program for undergraduate and graduate students; and to 
provide development funds for (i) the Concordia Centre for Management Studies, 
(ii) the Institute of Applied Economic Research, and (iii) seven Colleges established by 
the Faculty of Arts and Science during the past five years: The School of Community 
and Public Affairs, the Institute for Cooperative Education, the Liberal Arts College, 
the Lonergan University College, the Centre for Mature Students, Science College and 


the Simone de Beauvoir Institute.
